w production was disclosed yes- 


terday. It had these effects: 


1. Indefinite postponement of 


color television for the public. In- 
dustry estimates ran for two years 
up- 
Problem Solved 


2. If you have been wondering 


whether your black-and-white set 
is going to be the mode for very 
much longer, or whether to buy 


x black-and-white or wait for color, 
•your problem is solved. 


3. Before the ban is off, new 


color TV systems may be Invented, 
or those in development perfected, 
thus perhaps setting right back 
where it began the long contro- 
versy over what kind of color TV 
the government should approve. 


May Be Better 


4. Whatever kind or kinds of 


color television eventually reach 


j^the market will probably be better 
*than anything offered today. 


At present, the Colum-bia Broad- 


casting System (CBS) holds the 
only license for making color TV. 


It was estimated 50,000 color 


sets would reach the public in 
1951.

Too Much Sex, 
Abuses in TV, 
Executives Say 


CHICAGO —(AP)—A proposed 


code of ethics designed to elimi- 
nate obscenity, horror dramas, too 
much sex and other abuses in tele- 
vision programming was endorsed 
by television executives yesterday. 


Eighty members of the National 


Association of Radio and Tele- 
vision Broadcasters approved the 
code "in principle." A spokesman 
said the code was drafted as an 
answer to a bill before congress 
which calls for a national advisory 
board to act as a "watchdog" over 
abuses in television. 


The code also places curbs on 


excesses in TV advertising. It 
covers such subjects as "responsi- 
bility to children" and decency and 
decorum in production." 


Drafting of a final code was to 


be taken at a meeting of the 
group's television board in Wash- 
ington the week of Dec. 2.

Clear Way for Resumption of 
Peace Talks; Reds Bow to U. S. 


MUNSAN, KOREA—(AP)—Communist liaison officers today 


accepted a United Nations compromise of a quarter-mile-wide security 
path to the proposed new site for Korean armistice talks, and agree- 
ment seemed near for quick resumption of the long-stalled discussions. 


J. :KinnByJv aeiilor 


Allied liaison officer,' said after 
today's session: "I rather expect 
the thing will get settled tomor- 
row one way or the other." 


Liaison officers of both sides 


will resume their conferences to- 
morrow at 10 a.m. (8 p.m. Satur- 
day EST). If agreement is reach- 
ed then on security conditions, full 
scale talks could be resumed with- 
in a few days. 


Only one point remained in dis- 


pute 
before arrangements 
are 


complete for resumption of full 
scale cease-fire negotiations—and 
the liaison officers appeared near 
agreement on that point: Shall the 
U.N. agree in writing to keep its 
warplanes from flying over the se- 
curity zone around Kaesong? 


The U.N. offered the 400-meter 


(437.6 yards) corridor compro- 
mise during , a two-hour session 
Saturday morning. The Reds ac- 
cepted it at an afternoon meeting. 


The corridor would be free from 


attack by either side. 


The liaison officers talked four 


hours and 10 minutes today in the 
cold and wind-swept circus tent at 
Panmunjom. It was the longest 
one-day session since efforts were 
started to get the talks going 
again. The previous longest one-/ 
day session was three hours and 
25 minutes.

UN Troops Move Within Mile of 
Kumsong, Pour Shells Into Gt\ 


SEOUL, KOREA—(AP)—United Nations tanks probed to within 


one mile of Kumsong today and hurled high explosive shells into that 
vaunted Red bastion on the central front. 


About one mile to the south Allied infantrymen battled, in wind 


and rain for the last major ridgeline below Kumsong. Some U. N. 
ground troops could look down into the town from high ground to the 
south. Kumsong is 30 miles north of the 38th parallel. 


An Allied briefing officer said 


the tanks were "exploring" the 
area. They pushed around a "C" 
shaped bend in the river and open- 
ed fire from the entrance to a 
valley that leads directly north- 
ward into Kumsong.. 


Southwest of Kumsong other 


Allied troops inched forward and 
captured a hill. 


The Eighth army communique 


said advancing U.N. units were 
2,500 yards—less than a mile and 
a half—from Kumsong. 


The 
general 
belief 
around 


Eighth army headquarters was 
that U.N. troops could take Kum- 
song if they wanted to. Whether 
Gen. James A. Van Fleet would 
order the city's capture immed- 
iately remained to be seen. 


Headquarters officers also had 


one ear cocked toward Panmun- 
jom, where there were indications 
a compromise might get the stall- 
ed truce talks started again. 


On the eastern front American 


.tanks rumbled through the can- 
yons east of Heartbreak Ridge 
testing 
enemy 
strength. One 


column drew mortar and artillery 
fire from Red positions along the 
hillsides. 


Far north of Heartbreak, a 


U. N. battalion hurled back an 
enemy counterattack 50 miles 
above the 38th parallel. This was 
at the advance point of a corridor 
stretching norm along the east- 
ern seacoast under the protective 
guns of Allied naval forces. 


Stalin Praises 
Korean Reds for 
'Heroic Struggle' 


MOSCOW —(AP)— Soviet Pre- 


mier Stalin renewed today* his 
moral support of the Korean Com- 
munist regime "in its heroic strug- 
gle for the 'freedom and independ- 
ence of its homeland." 


He sent a brief telegram to the 


Korean Communist premier. Kirn 
U Sung, in answer to Kim's greet- 
ings on the third anniversary of 
formal diplomatic relations be- 
tween Russia and North Korea. 


Kim said "the help and support 


given us by the Soviet Union are 
a firm guarantee of victory in a 
just war for the freedom and inde- 
pendence of our homeland against 
American interventionists. 


The telegrams were published 


prominently in all Moscow morn- 
ing papers. They were similar to 
greetings that have 
been ex- 


banged between the two Commu- 
nist leaders on previous occasions. 


But Stalin's telegram-, coming 


immediately after publication of 
Russian rejection of a United 
States request for help in ending 
the Korean war, stressed strongly 
Russia's friendship and support 
for the North Korean cause.

Reds Incapable 
Of New Attack, 
Experts Think 


SEOUL. (AP)—There is strong 


feeling among U.S. Eighth army 
officers that the Communists are 
incapable of mounting another 
major offensive in Korea. 


The officers believe this is the 


reason the Reds are willing to 
offer and accept compromises on 
terms for ' resuming armistice 
talks. 


Eighth army officers have come 


to these conclusions about the 
Communists: 


1. A sudden change in Red 


battle tactics indicates they are 
badly hurt and unable to fight 
again on a broad front. 


2. Artillery fire by big guns of 


the United Nations army has 
taken such a heavy toll of veter- 
ans that green recruits are being 
rushed into the line. 


3. The air force is gradually 


"isolating" C o m m u n i s t troops 
from the battlefield, leaving them 
high and dry without supplies. 


If armistice talks which it. is 


believed will be under way soon 
at Punmonjom are as fruitless 
ar were the . cease-fire talks, at 
Kaesbhg^* "Gen.^-'jlKhieTI;: A.; / t«n 
Fleet, U.S, 8th army commander, 
will have to decide whether he 
wants to push on to the north 
or hold the line where he is,; any- 
where from 15 to 20 miles north 
of the 38th parallel.

mission scientists all day to find 
and fix the trouble—a faulty 
electrical circuit,' one of thousands 
in the intricate mechanism re- 
quired to set off an A-weapon. 


Test Postponed 


By that time the scientists were 


so tired that tlie nuclear series 
opener was postponed until to- 
morrow morning, weather favor- 
'ing. 


Graves and Carroll L. Tyler, 


AEC test manager, explained that 
they and most of the workers at 
the Yucca flat test site had 
been working 30 straight hours. 


"We'll have to rest our person- 


nel before resuming," said Tyler, 
ruling out an explosion today. 


Tyler said the AEC has no ob- 


jection to a blast on Sunday. The 
second of the series of five tests 
here last winter was held on 
Sunday, Jan. 28. 


Use Tower 


At a news conference ending 


the frustrating day, Tyler for the 
first time disclosed that the initial 
test is utilizing a 100-foot tower. 
He said there was no" tactical sig- 
nificance to the return to a tower, 
which device was used in the 
original A-bomb blast at Alma- 
Gordo, N.M., and later at Eni- 
wetok. 


Tyler explained that "a fixed 


point detonation gives us the op- 
portunity to compile more ac- 
curate data and correlate it bet- 
ter" than other methods of ex- 
ploding the weapon, such as drop- 
ping it from a plane. 


The AEC official said the cir- 


cuit break was not due to any 
error by a worker, but was a 
case of one link failing in a com- 
plex mechanism that contained 
'•miles and miles of cables, relays 
and various circuits, all connected 
in series."

of 1,600,000 government employes, 
and boost many postal rates. 

The house and senate yesterday 
whipped through three separate 
bills covering the pay and postaL. 
increases. The pay raises tots!/ 
$673,000,000 a year; the postage 
increases $117,000,000. They in- 
clude boosting the price of the 
"penny postcard" to two cents. 


Assuming that President Tru- 


man signs the legislation, pay 
raises ranging from- $300 to $800 
a year will take effect, retroactive 
to last July 1. The new mail rates 
on postcards and special services 
will begin next Feb. 1, on secoi 
class mail April 1 and third C 
mail July 1, 1942. Sealed letters 
will continue at the present three- 
cent rate. 


The pay raises would mean $400 


a year for most of the 500,000 post 
office employes, with raises of 
$800 for some postmasters and 
supervisors. 


The 1,100,000 civil service work- 


ers would get a 10 per 'cent raise 
with a minimum of $300 a yeac 
-and a maximum of $800. The civV. 
service commission said the aver- 
age government employe now gets 
$3,504 a year.

Canopy Keeps Out Rain, Improves House 


If you've ever stepped out of 


your back door during or shortly 
after a rain and had a pint or so 
of water suddenly fall on your 
head and run down inside your 
clothes, you'll be interested in 
these suggestions for keeping rain 
out of the top of the doorway. 


The simplest arrangement is a 


miniature awning made of wood 
or metal with a trough on the 
lower edge which will divert the 
water to either .«ide of the door. 


These can be bought from your 


hardware store or made at home. 
A sheet metal one is easy to se- 
cure to a frame house. Just be 
sure that the top edge is back un- 
der the lap of the siding so that 
water won't get in behind it. 


On a brick or stone house it is 


more difficult in that you must 
drive a wooden dowel between the 
bricks to take the fastenings. This 
means using a star drill to make 
the hole for the dowel, also that 
the finished job must be caulked. 


A full canopy makes the most 


attractive solution to the problem 
but entails considerable more la- 
bor and material. If you prefer to 
build this type, be sure the canopy 
is wider than the door opening by 
a foot on each side to give more 
protection from a driving ram. If 
you have some shingles left over 
from the roofing of the house, they 
will make the caopy look less like 
an afterthought. 


The construction should be sim- 


ple and as light in weight as pos- 
sible for obvious reasons. Two 


triangles form the ends. When 
the after edges are notched to fit 
the face of the siding, they may be 
secured to an anchor plank on the 
house. The roof sheathing, of 
light material, may then be ap- 
plied. For more support, attrac- 
tive braces may be run from a 
point about two-thirds of the way 
out the canopy down to the siding 
and fastened through into the 
studding. 


While a drain along the leading 


edge would be necessary in the 
full canopy just descnbed as well 
as in the smaller type, it would 
not be necessary in case you pre- 
fer a peaked type. You'll have to 
decide which type suits your style 
of house. Perhaps you have a pan- 
eled or natural-finished gable on 
the front of the house and wish to 
match it. In any event, this addi- 
tion to your house will be well 
worth the effort.

Minn., 
suburb, found his bungalow too 
small for his growing family. He 
consulted his local building mate- 
rials dealer and attic plans were 
drawn for a bedroom, children's 
play area, sewing 
center 
and 


storage space. 


Selects Insulating Board 


Since economy was a factor in 


Jie job. the magazine pointed out. 
nsulating board was selected as 
fhe wall and ceiling finish, ex- 
cept for the wainscoting and knee 
\alls. where hardboard was used 
iver a thin backing of insulating 


board. Efficient insulation on all 
sides and in the ceilings of attic 
rooms is essential for year 'round 
comfort as well as for heating 
economy. 


The type of insulating board 


chosen for the sloping sidewalls 
was the plank style. It was ap- 
plied vertically to one by three 
inch furring strips nailed over the 
studs at intervals of 16 inches 
from center to center. 


For the ceiling, four by eight 


foot units of 
insulating 
board 


were employed. As a decorative 
touch and as a means of conceal- 
ing ihe joints, the sheets were 
scored every 32 inches with a 
special scoring tool. 
Such tools 


usually are available from lum- 
ber dealers. 


Additional Decoration 


Additional 
decorative attrac- 


tiveness was gained by applying 
lattice strips arui molding over 
Lhe joints betwelP the celling and 
the sloping walls and between 
sloping walls and knee wall*. 


As a preliminary, some of the 


subflooring had to be removed 
and replaced for installation of 
heating ducts and wiring. Then 
he flooring was sanded 
It now 


serves adequately as a temporary 
'loor pending application of finish 
looring.

Any American who wants his democracy to flourish must 


wish for the continued health of at least two major political 
parties 
For if he has only one, that great lever of tne 


democratic system—the right to choose among alternatives 
—is missing, 
. 
„, 
Consequently, whether you are a Republican or a Demo- 


crat you ought to be troubled about what might happen to 
the Republican Party should it go much longer without win- 
ning the White House hi a national election. Power is life- 
giving sustenance to a political organization; and the GOP 
has not held supreme power since 1932. 


Thomas Jefferson was a stout believer in the idea ol 


rotation hi office. After him the notion developed strongly 
that it was wise to change the leaders of government from 
time to tune. The fear was that men who held power too 
long grew lax and irresponsible and corrupt. Occasionally, 
the unfolding of American history provided evidence in 
striking support of this philosophy. 


It is furnishing that kind of evidence right now. A 


Democratic Administration nearly 20 years in control of the 
White House is pock-marked with corruption. The RFC, 


* the Internal Revenue Bureau, the Federal Power Commission, 
these may be but samples of the full story. The concept of 
honor hi the public service is sadly frayed and torn. 


Unquestionably a feeling of revulsion against scandal 


and confusion grips many Americans. Probably a good 
share of them would like a change. This would seem to be 
the moment, above all, for the Jeffersonian doctrine of rota- 
tion to come into play—for the good of Republicans and 
Democrats alike. 
* * * 


x Yet the Republican Party can have no guarantee that it 


will ride back to power on this wave of revulsion. It may— 
but again it may not. The rules of modern political life are 
not so simple as "throw the rascals out." In the early 1920's, 
the GOP itself was rocked by the Teapot Dome scandal, an 
affair easily dwarfing in magnitude the messy doings of to- 
day's Democratic regime. But the Republicans were re- 
soundingly re-elected in 1924. 
* * * 


The point is that elections ace decided by a variety of 


factors. Te rely wholly on your adversary's shortcomings 
is risky; they may not finally be dominant in the voters' 


I minds. 
' 
In short, the Republicans, as has been said many a time, 


cannot count on winning with a purely negative approach. 
They must have a program—a program for all elements of 
the American population. It need not be a plan for appeas- 
ing everybody with government handouts. But it must be 
one which will appeal to Americans in every walk of life as 
genuinely in their interest. 


Public opinion polls offer the GOP no encouragement 


that it has yet devised such a program. Too many people 
still regard the Republican Party as the advocate of the rich 
and the privileged. It has a hard fight to overcome this 
popular notion, and it can only it with solidly fashioned 
weapons. 


Time is running fast. American voters hitherto have 


shown themselves impatient of popular programs whippet 
up for election years only. As a service to their own cause 
.and to the nation, the Republicans should lose no moment in 
^preparing their party for the land of positive, purposeful 
and moral government the Deoole vearn for.

Homemakers

Most temperatures given for baking today are given for shiny 


pans; so if your pans are dark and dull, you will have better baking 
results if Uiapeiature is reduced 15-25 degrees. 


Most recipes that call for eggs mean that you should use medium 
d eggs, fcuch eggs will measure three tablespoons. You can econ- 


omize in cooking by using the pullet eggs now—but measure them 
out instead- 
An egg white of a medium sized egg measures 2T. 


These measurements are all standard of course. 


Whenever a recipe calls fo; 


brown sugar it means that meas 
ure or amount is packed into the 
measuring cup or spoon. 


Cornstarch has just about twice 


the thickening power that flour 
has. 
ji If you are using a recipe tha 


calls for sour milk, you may make 
it quickly by adding one table- 
spoon of lemon juice or vinegar to 
one cup of fresh sweet milk an< 
stirring a minute. 


You can substitute all-purpose 


flour in cakes by removing two 
tablespoons of flour from each 
cup. The cake will have a slightly 
coarse texture, will dry out faster 
—but is quite satisfactory if eaten 
;uickly. 
If raisins are cut or chopped 


even slightly when added to cook- 
ies, cakes, and breads you will get 
more sweetness and flavor from 
them. 


If your brown sugar has become 


hard, it can be softened by placing 
a crisp lettuce leaf, a slice of apple 
or a slice of bread in the contain- 
er. 


|p The flavor of any canned juice 


can be improved a great deal by 
simply pouring it back and forth 
from one container to another 
.This puts back into the juice the 
air which was removed during can- 
ning.

Accurate Measuring Utensils 
Next time you buy measuring 


cups, spoons or baking pans, look 


. for a label that tells whether the 
-particles are standardized. Size may 


be given, or the label may state 
"tested by the U. S. Government 
Bureau of Standards." Accurate 
measuring and baking utensils can 
help to insure cooking and baking 
success. 


A three-year study prompted by 


the American Home Economics 
Association resulted in these na- 
tionally accepted standards. They 
'tell how pans should be measured, 


"iwhat the standard sizes are and 


bow accurate measuring cups and 
spoons should be. 


Because these standards are 


established, recipe-makers are able 
to specify particular sizes of pans, 
use terms with standard defini- 
tions and measure ingredients with 
cups and spoons that are accurate. 
Homemakers are able to follow a 
recipe accurately and confidently, 
.knowing that the recipe-makers 


jiased the same standard measures. 


Freeze Cookies 


Make lunch-box cookies at your 


leisure, and store as many as 
you have space for in your home 
freezer. It'll help make the lunch- 
packing job a pleasure. 


Considerable testing has been 


done at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture on the 


. freezing of cooked and prepared 
Qfoods. Dr. Frances O. Van Duyne, 


food research specialist, says that 
many types of baked cookies can 
probably be frozen. Use favorite 
recipes, and follow recommended 
methods for packaging cookies to 
be frozen. 


In packaging baked cookies for 


freezer storage, wrap them in con- 
venient numbers for serving. The 
whole package can go into the 
lunch box in its original wrapping. 


/|The cookies will thaw and be 


ready to eat in less than half an 
hour. 


Baked 
cookies s h o u l d be 


thoroughly cooled at room tem- 
perature before being wrapped for 
freezer storage. Use moisture- 
vapor-proof cellophane or metal 
foil for wrapping, seal the pack- 
ages, label and freeze immediately. 


When you wrap layers of moist 


cookies— like 'brownies or date and 
nut bars — together, put a double 
thickness or wrapping material be- 
tween the layers to keep them 
from freezing together.

Baby oils and powders come out 
from the 20 per cent retail tax. 


Homeowners who sell 
their 


dwellings will not be taxed on. any 
profit they may receive, provided 
they reinvest the gain in a new 
personal residence within a year 
of the date of sale. This provision 
is retroactitve to last Jan. 1. 


Corporation Increases 


The bill provides two principal 


increases for corporations. 
The 


regular tax rate will go up from 
25 to 30 per cent on income under 
$25,000, and .from 47 to 52 per cent 
on all over that amount. This pro- 
vision takes effect as of April 1, 
1951. 
A second burden is an in- 


crease in the percentage of, cor- 
porate income subject to the ex- 
cess profits tax. 
After July 1, 


1951, all incomes in excess of 83 
per cent of a company's average 
profits for the best three, of the 
four years 1946 through 1949 will 
be taxed as excess profits. The 
present provision taxes all over 
85 per cent.
